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ABUSE OF PRIVILEGES 


Section 23A :- -Representatives of Members of 
Cutomis ( -) -( purition Council at the niceling of the 
Council , its Permanent Technical Committee or 
other Committees shall, while on official duty and 
during their journeys to and from the place of met 
ing in India and officials within the ineaning of sec 
tions 17 and 22 , shall not be required by the ap 
propriate Indian authorities to leave the country on 
account of any activities by them in their official 
capacity . In case , however, of abuse of privileges of 
residence committed by any such person , in activi 
ties in India which fall outside his official func 
tions such person may be required to leave India by 
the Government of India provided that : 


India shall be issued other than with the 
approval of the Foreign Minister of India , 
and such approval shail be given only 
after consultation with the Secretary Gene 
ral of the Customs Cooperation Council, 
and if expulsion proceedings are taken 
against an official, the Secretary -General of 
the Customs Cooperation Council shall have 
the right to appear in such proceedings on 
behalf of the person against whom they are 
instituted . 


SECTION 23 B 


( i) Representatives of Members of the Coun 

cil , or persons who are entitled diplomatic 
immunity under section 19, shall not be 
required to leave India otherwise than in 
accordance with the diplomatic procedure 
applicable to diplomatic covoys accredited 
to India . 


The Secretary General of the Customs Co - opera 
tion Council shall co - operate at all times with the 
appropriate Indian authorities for tacilitating the 
proper administration of justice , observance of 
police regulations and prevention of any abuses in 
connection with the privileges, immunities and 
facilities enumerated in this Schedule " 
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( ii ) In the case of an official to whom section 

19 is not applicable , no order to leave
